fice from a republican administration. A liberal democrat will 
succeed him as governor, and a progressive democrat may suc- 
c-ced Harding a.-* president of the United States. There are 
10,000,000 independent voters in America.

TO THE VOTERS 


With the fullest faith in the sense of fairness and just dealing with which the people 


of Port Arthur approach all public issues, I view the approach tomorrow of the elec- 
tion which will determine my standing as a-city official with no serious fears of an un- 
favorable verdict at the polls. I cannot believe that a majority of the intelligent citi- 
zenship of Port Arthur could be misled by rash statements of things to be done or by 
unfair criticism of things that have been done. Therefore, I do not believe that I shall 
be subjected at the polls to a censure based solely upon either deliberate mis-state- 
ments or sincere, misapprehension of the facts. 


I feel that the majority of the people of my home town credit me with having con- 


ducted the affairs of the office of chief of police in a business-like, conservative, but, 
on the whole, an effective manner. I think each of them will admit that Port Arthur 
is a better town morally than it was when I took office, and also that this condition 
has been brought about under many handicaps. • 


One of the most serious of these handicaps was the want of a court of competent 


jurisdiction. This I have been striving for throughout the two years of. my service, and 
now that such a court soon will be functioning here, conditions with respect to the en- 
forcement of the laws will be vastly improved. For this very reason, because of this 
new c6urt, I should very much like to hold the office of chief of police for two more 
years, that I might be able to do all I would have liked to do during the past two, but 
could not because of court service. 


If I am re-elected, there will be no marked change in my policies, beyond a more 


rigid attention to those infractions of the law which have heretofore been able to de- 
feat our best efforts through appeals to the county court. With our new court it will 
be worth our while to adopt a stricter course toward these. 


But no one should support me because oc any expectation of radical departure from 


a conservative, reasonable course as their chief of police. The legitimate business af- 
fairs of our city will not be disturbed by needless persecution, and I shall not at anv 
time attempt to pose as a "radical reformer." 


All I shall do is to strive with the best of my ability to make Port Arthur a clean. 


town morally and to subdue, apprehend and seek punishment of those who offend 
against the moral and social laws. 


I make this pledge witn the consciousness that I come to the people with clean 


hands, free from the taint of compromise of any kind with the lawless, and worthy to 
hold the staff "of office for another term.

SPAPERI 


TO THE VOTERS 


With the fullest faith in the sense of fairness and just dealing with which the people 


of Port Arthur approach all public issues, I view the approach tomorrow of the elec- 
tion which will determine my standing as a-city official with no serious fears of an un- 
favorable verdict at the polls. I cannot believe that a majority of the intelligent citi- 
zenship of Port Arthur could be misled by rash statements of things to be done or by 
unfair criticism of things that have been done.-Therefore, I do not believe that I shall 
be subjected at the polls to a censure based solely upon either deliberate mis-state- 
ments or sincere, misapprehension of the facts. 


I feel that the majority of the people of my home town credit me with having con- 


ducted the affairs of the office of chief of police in a business-like, conservative, but, 
on the whole, an effective manner. I think each of them will admit that Port Arthur 
is a better town morally than it was when I took office, and also that this condition 
has been brought about under many handicaps. • 


One of the most serious of these handicaps was the want of a court of competent 


jurisdiction. This I have been striving for throughout the two years of my service, and 
now that such a court soon will be functioning here, conditions with respect to the en- 
forcement of the laws will be vastly improved. For this very reason, because of this 
new c6urt, I should very much like to hold the office of chief of police for two more 
years, that I might be able to do all I would have liked to do during the past two, but 
could not because of court service. 


If I am re-elected, there will be no marked change in my policies, beyond a more 


rigid attention to those infractions of the law which have heretofore been able to de- 
feat our best efforts through appeals to the county court. With our new court it will 
be worth our while to adopt a stricter course toward these. 


But no one should support me because oc any expectation of radical departure from 


a conservative, reasonable course as their chief of police. The legitimate business af- 
fairs of our city will not be disturbed by needless persecution, and I shall not at any 
time attempt to pose as a "radical reformer." 


All I shall do is to strive with the best of my ability to make Port Arthur a clean 


town morally and to subdue, apprehend and seek punishment of those who offend 
against the moral and social laws. 


I make this pledge witn the consciousness that I come to the people with clean 


hands, free from the taint of compromise of any kind with the lawless, and worthy to 
hold the staff of office for another term.
